mun went from his home, "to watch with 
a sick member of the lodge." 
He really 


visited the village tavern. The trusting 
wife discovered at nine o'clock that hei 
husband had forgotten to purchase meat 
for breakfast, anil she set out for the 
market. A stormy wind wus blowing, 
but as she passed the hotel the sound o: 
a man's voice In sonp came to her ears. 
She listened but a moment. There was 
10 inistuki'iR her husband's voice, n 
scarcely knowing what she did, she 
looked in at the bar-room window nnd 
stiw him there in a state of beastly In 
toxlcation. 
Home lime after this a soil 


was born to the parents, a tine, healthy 
infant, bright and comely. 


Several months later, when the child 


begun to walk and talk, they took him to 
a physician. The little one could not 
walk without staggering In a most un- 
seemly manner, and could not lisp baby 
woids without a strange hiccough and 
hesitation, the doctor averring that If. he 
hud seen such symptoms in an adult he 
woulil have deemed them due to !n- 
toxlrntlon. 
No line of meiliciil tieatment 


could be of use In such a case, and re- 
luctantly the physician cave up the in- 
fant boy to endure his strangely miser- 
able life. 


"There is nothing like cutnlepsy about 


the cuse," tlie doctor explained. "There 
Is no healthier child 
As near as I can 


explain it, the child has muscles and 
nerves In that condition ot action which 
its father showed when the mothci's im- 
pression of his Intoxication wus received 
His gait Is heavy and Insecure, a regular 
drunken reel. 
As to his speech, It Is not 


only incoherent nnd rambling, but it has 
all the phenomena of exhileratloii or ex- 
citement characteristic of the early stages 
of Intoxication." 


"la recovery to be hoped for?" 
"No," the doctor answered. "It Is a 


hopeless case; the boy, if he lives, will 
have the continued appearance ot drunk 
cnncss, and It can not be helped. He Is 
'drank, naturally drunk, and though he 
may become a great scholar, he will nev- 
er ontgrow this malady." 


The parents of the child are very sensi- 


tive about his condition and do not per 
mit visits from 'strangers. It Is a very 
rare case, and among its features Is the 
odd fact that alcohol In any form and in 
any quantity acts on the child like 
poison.
